A Proclamation for the better furniſhing of the

Hereas the ſmall allowance of Pay to the Sailers 


0 ſeruing in the Kings Shippes, is oblerued to be a chtefe otta⸗ 
2 | ſion why the ſaid Shippes haue not beene, noz could bee lo ſpee⸗ 
dilp and lo well Manned as is requiſite, both foz His Mateſties 
44 leruice, and the good of the State, eſpettally in theſe times, when 
. > they are to be imploped fo? the repꝛeſſing and purſuing of foꝛreine 
— enemies, inſeſting the Coaſts, and endammaging His Maieſties 
Subiects, as alſo in regard ofother impoꝛtant ſernices, Which being pzopounded by the 
Z 02d Admirall to the reſt of the Loꝛds of His Maieſties Painie Connſellat the Board, and it 
being mooued by his Lozdſhip, that with their appzobation Hts Maieſtie might bee mooned, 
that the Medium of allowance foꝛ cucry Sapler might be Tweutie ſhillings a Moneth, where⸗ 
as uo it is but fourteene ſhillings , 23p which meanes there will accrue to enery ozdinarp 
man Fourteenc ſhillings a Maneth, beſides an allowance out of it, of foure pente to a Pꝛea⸗ 
cher, two penceto a Barber, and ſixe pence a Moneth tothe Cheſt, whereas the oꝛdinarp men 
haue now but Nine ſhillings foure pence a Moneth, and no ailowantce at all giuen to a Pꝛea⸗ 
cher, Out of the ſurpluſage of which pꝛopoꝛtion now mooned to be increaſed, all Officers 
wages would be ikewile reſpectiuely raiſed, and ailowauce alſo might be giuen foꝛ a Lienete- 
nant and a Coꝛpoꝛall. Which motion lo made by the Lozd Admirall, the reſt of the Lozds 
hauing taken into their ſerious conſideration, and well weighed both the pꝛopoꝛtion and the 
reaſons whereupon it was grounded, did thinke is berp fit that His Maieſtie ſhould be mooned 
therein, to the end His Maieſtie might bee plealed to Command that the ſame might be accoz- 
dingly put in execution.

And His Maieſtie, being thereupon mooued by the Toꝛds of His Pꝛiuie Coninſell , out of 
His gracious diſpoſition to encourage the pooze Saplers cheerefully , and faithfully to ſerue 
Him, Hath becne well plealed to enlarge the Entertainement, and Allowance heeretofoze gt- 
uento the Saylers; And doeth hereby publiſh and declare, and doeth alſo pꝛomile and vn- 
dertake, Tharfrom hencefoozth euery Sayler, which ſhall be imployed in any of Bis Ma- 
ieſties Ships, ſhall haue ſuch allowance made, and duely papd vnto him, as was pꝛopounded 
by the L02d Admirall, as afozeſayd. And His Maieſtie, by the like aduice of His Pꝛiuie 
Counſell, doth ſtraitly charge and command, That no Merchants, oꝛ Owners of Ships, 
{hall dzaWaway any Saplers, by enhaunſing of their pay, leſt thereby His Mateſties Der- 
tice, and the Seruite of the Publique, doc ſuffer pꝛeiudice: Neuertheleſſe, Hts Maicſtie is 
very wellcontented, That they who trade into very remote Countrepes, as info Muſcouia, 
and moꝛe particularly, they of the Ealt India Company, (who cannot alwapes furniſh their 
Shippes with men at ozdinary Rates, foz Uoyages of that length and danger) may haue 
libertie to ble meanes fo? the accommodating ofthemlelues in that behaltc,in the beſl manner 
they can. 

And laſtly, whereas in the time of the reigne of the late Queene Elizabeth of famous me⸗ 
mo ꝛie, koꝛ the better encouraging of the Ship-maſters, and Merchants, to build Ships, there 
was an Oꝛder made, foꝛ the allowance of Fine Shillings a Tunne to euery Ship aboue the 
burthen of one hundꝛed Tunnes, which ſhould aftcrwards be built: Which Oꝛder was bp- 
on the ſame reaſon reuiued by His late Maie ſtie of euer bleſſed memozte, King lanes, His Ma⸗ 
ieſtie being deſirous to giue all encouragement, foꝛ the encreaſing of the number and ſtrength 
of the Shippes of this Kingdome, by the like aduice of His Pꝛiuie Counſell, Is well pleaſed, 
And doeth hereby publiſh and declare, and doeth pꝛomile and vndertake, That His Matcſlte, 
foꝛ and vnto euery Ship. which ſhall from hentefooꝛth bee built, of the burthen of two hun- 
dꝛed Tunnes oꝛ bpwards,ſhall and will giue, and duely pay an allowance of Fine Shillings 


fo! enery Tunne.
